The Deficit Reduction Act of 2005, Section 6052 states that case management services may not 
include direct services to clients.  The DRA also prohibits Medicaid reimbursement for case 
management services for which a third party is liable for payment, including medical, social, 
educational, or other program services.  These final exempt changes will eliminate references to 
direct services and services that can be reimbursed by other programs.  The Agency had no 
discretion in making these changes, which will ensure compliance with the Deficit Reduction 
Act of 2005.
